The |egislature further
finds that, while nunerous state and federal |l aws prohibit
discrimnation on other bases in addition to sex, the comon school
provisions codified in Chapter 28A RCW do not include specific
acknow edgnent of the right to be free from discrimnation because of
race, creed, color, national origin, honorably discharged veteran or
mlitary status, sexual orientation, or the presence of any sensory,
mental, or physical disability or the use of a trained dog guide or
service animal by a person with a disability, nor do any common schoo
provisions specifically direct the office of the superintendent to
nonitor and enforce conpliance with these | aws. The |egislature
further finds that one of the recommendations nmade to the |egislature
by the achi evenent gap and accountability commttee created pursuant
to chapter 468, laws of 2009 was that the office of the superintendent
of public instruction should be specifically authorized to take
affirmative steps to ensure that school districts conply with al

state and federal civil rights laws, simlar to what has already been
authorized in chapter 28A.640 RCW with respect to discrimnation on
the basis of sex. The legislature recognizes and reaffirns that, in
accordance with state and federal laws prohibiting discrimnation,
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discrimnation in Wshington public schools on the basis of race,
creed, <color, national origin, honorably discharged veteran or
mlitary status, sexual orientation including gender expression or
identity, the presence of any sensory, nental, or physical disability,
or the use of a trained dog guide or service animal by a person with a
disability is prohibited.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 2. The office of the attorney general, in
cooperation with the human rights commssion and the office of the

superintendent of public instruction, shall review the statutory
framework currently in place for ensuring local school district
compliance with state and federal l[aws prohibiting discrimnation, as
well as the history of conplaints and enforcenent activities to date,
and shall submt its findings and recomendations with respect to what
legislation, if any, 1is necessary to ensure that I|ocal schoo
districts conply with state and f eder al | aws prohi biting
discrimnation in public schools, including in the areas of public
school enploynment, counseling and guidance services to students,
recreational and athletic activities for students, access to course
offerings, and in textbooks and instructional materials used by
st udent s. The report of findings and recommendations shall be
submtted no |ater than Decenber 1, 2010 to the speaker of the house,
majority |leader of the senate, and the appropriate commttees of the
| egi slature.”

Tasks
the Ofice of the Attorney Ceneral, in cooperation wth the Human
Ri ghts Comm ssion, and the O fice of Superintendent of Public
Instruction, with reviewing the statutory framework currently in
pl ace for ensuring school district conpliance with these state and
federal laws, as well as the history of conplaints and conpliance
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activity to date, and maki ng reconmendati ons to the Legi sl ature,
by Decenber 1, 2010, with respect to whether additional

legislation is needed to ensure conpliance with state and federal
laws in this area.
